ROSS  (Scotland) 

Gules,  three  lions  rampant  two  and  one  argent. 

Crest:  A  hand  holding  a  garland  of  laurel  ppr. 

Motto:  Spem  Successus  Alit 

GOODENOW  (Goodenough,  England) 

1.  Argent  a  chevron  sable  between  three  Dellets  of  the 
same.  Crest :  A  tower  sable  inflamed  at  the  top  ppr. 

2.  Vert  a  lion  rampant  or.  Crest:  On  a  chapeau  gules  turn¬ 
ed  up  ermine  a  lion  crouching,  or. 

3.  Per  Chevron  ermine  and  gules  on  a  chief  argent  a  lion's 
head  erased  azure.  Crest:  A  hand  holding  a  dagger  in 
pale  all  ppr. 

I.  JAMES  ROSS  of  Sudbury  was  the  first  of  this 
line  in  this  country.  He  was  a  Scotch  soldier, 
taken  prisoner  by  Cromwell  at  the  Battle  of 
Worcester,  September  3,  1651,  and  was  sent  to 
New  England  the  following  winter.  He  resided 
in  Sudbury,  Massachusetts  until  his  death  in 
1690. 

In  King  Philip’s  War,  in  the  attack  on  Sud¬ 
bury  April  21,  1676,  known  as  the  “Sudbury 
Fight”,  he  lost  property  to  the  amount  Seventy 
Pounds,  being  about  mid  way  between  the  high¬ 
est  and  lowest  of  the  losses  of  the  town's  people. 
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A.  GOODENOW.  The  Ship  Confidence  sailed  from 
Southampton,  England,  in  April,  1638,  with 
110  immigrants  bound  for  New  England. 
Among  the  passengers  were  three  brothers: 
John  Goodenow,  Thomas  Goodenow  and  Ed¬ 
mund  Goodenow.  John  Goodenow  died  soon 
after  settling  in  Sudbury,  leaving  no  male 
•  heirs. 


Thomas  Goodenow  came  from  Shaftesbury, 
England,  with  his  wife  Jane,  one  son,  Thom¬ 
as,  and  his  sister  Ursula.  He  was  thirty 
years  of  age.  He  became  a  freeman  and  one 
of  the  Proprietors  of  Sudbury  1643.  He  pe¬ 
titioned  for  Marlboro  1656.  Was  there  at 
the  incorporation  and  was  Selectman  1&61, 
1662,  1664.  His  second  child,  Mary  was  born 
August  25,  1640  and  married  James  Ross,  25 
August,  1658.  Son,  Thomas  Ross,  was  born  in 
Sudbury  September  29,  1660. 


II.  THOMAS  ROSS  was  in  the  Company  from 
Sudbury  that  participated  in  the  Canada  Ex¬ 
pedition  in  1690.  He  was  also  in  Queen  Anne's 
War;  h  is  house  having  been  burnt  by  the 
Indians  during  their  attack  on  Lancaster  in 
1704.  He  bought  the  John  How  lot  in  Lancas¬ 
ter  1699  for  a  homestead  and  lived  there  several 
years,  though  after  the  Indian  raids  of  1704  he 
lived  more  or  less  of  the  time  in  Sudbury, 
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'  in  which  town  the  four  youngest  of  his  children 
were  born.  Shortly  before  his  death,  which  oc¬ 
curred  in  1718,  he  returned  to  Lancaster  to  live. 
He  was. one  of  ninety-nine  Lancaster  men  who 
bought  of  the  Indians'  that  territory  out  of 
which  Sterling  was  later  formed.  His  wife  was 

Anna  - ,  died  November  5,  1753,  aged  74 

years.  She  was  born  in  Sudbury  about  1678-79 
and  was  probably  the  daughter  of  John  and 
TabithaRiceof  Sudbury.  Their  second  son  was: 

III.  THOMAS  ROSS,  JR.,  born  in  Lancaster  or 
Sudbury  about  1704.  He  married  Mary  Dudley, 
born  May  1711  and  died  November  29,  1765. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Abigail 
Dudley  of  Littleton,  Massachusetts.  “Mary 
Ross,  v/ife  of  Thomas  Ross  was  dismissed  from 
the  Church  in  Littleton,  Massachusetts,  to  join 
the  Church  in  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  August 
6,  1732.”  Their  second  son  was: 

IV.  SAMUEL  ROSS  born  in  Lancaster  January 
16,  1738-39.  He  served  in  the  French  and  In¬ 
dian  War  in  Col.  Oliver  Wilder’s  Company  from 
Lancaster,  and  was  in  Capt.  Benjamin  Ballard’s 
Company  in  an  expedition  to  Crown  Point  April 
22,  to  October  9,  1756. 

Samuel  Ross  was  married  at  Lancaster  by 
Rev.  John  Mellen,  November  27. 1760  to  Kath- 
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erine  Gerry  or  Gary,  Soon  after  their  marriage 
they  settled  in  Templeton,  where  their  children 
were  born.  Before  1790  he  moved  to  Deerfield, 
where  he  died.

E.  as  early  a  1703  in  various  lots  and  sold 
one  to  son-in-law,  Thomas  Gould  1725.  He 
bought  the  Dea.  Nathaniel  Lawrence  place 
for  his  homestead  of  90  a.”  His  second

3.  Thomas,  born  in  Stoneham  August  3,  1704, 
O.S.  He  lived  in  Stoneham  until  after  the 
births  of  his  children,  then  moved  to  that 
part  of  Lancaster  set  off  1780  as  Sterling. 
He  died  in  Sterling  1788.  He  married  Phebe, 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Wyman  of  Woburn. 
Nathaniel  Wyman  married  Mary  Winn. 
Catherine  Gerry,  the  wife  of  Samuel  Ross, 
was  the  youngest  child  of  Thomas  and 
Phebe  (Wyman)  Gerry  and  was  born  May 
11,  1739-40.

WILLIAM  READ  1587-1656  born  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
probably  the  son  of  Thomas  Read  of  Brocket  Hall,  set¬ 
tled  at  Woburn,  Massachusetts  1635. 
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ARMS 

Gules  a  saltire  between  four  garbs  or. 

Crest:  Out  of  a  stump  of  a  tree  vert  a  falcon  rising 

belted  and  fessed  or. 

Motto:  Cedant  Arma  Togae 

KENDALL 

WILLIAM  READ  married  Mabel  Kendall  sister  of  Francis 
Kendall,  Selectman  of  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  1640. 

ARMS 

Gules  a  fesse  chequy  or  and  azure  between  three 
eagles  displayed  of  the  second. 

Crest:  An  eagle  displayed  or. 

Motto:  Virtus  Depressa  Resurget 

1.  Francis  Wymant  of  the  Parish  of  West  Mill 
Co.  Herts,  England,  had  his  will  probated 
February  14,  1658.  He  married  (1)  Eliza¬ 
beth  Richardson.  To  his  oldest  son,  Thomas, 
he  left  houses  and  lands,  orchards,  gardens 
and  yards.  To  his  sons  Francis  and  John  of 
Woburn  he  left  £10  each. 

2.  Francis  Wyman  was  born  in  West  Mill  1617. 
He  was  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  Woburn 
and  one  of  the  founders  of  Burlington, 
Massachusetts.  His  country  house,  built 
near  Burlington  1666,  is  still  standing.  He 
died  in  Woburn  1699.  His  tomb  is  still 
there.  He  married 

Abigail  Read,  daughter  of  William  Read

1587-1656,  born  at  Neweastle-on-Tyne,  Eng¬ 
land,  probably  the  son  of  Thomas  bleed  of 
Brocket  Hall.  Settled  at  Woburn,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  1635.  His  wife  was  Mabel  Kendall, 
sister  of  Francis  Kendall  of  Woburn,  Se¬ 
lectman  1640. 

.Francis  Wyman  and  Abigail  Read  had:

Mary  Winn.  Mary  Winn  was  the  daughter 
of  Increase  Winn  born  December  5,  1641, 
son  of  Edward  WTinn,  Freeman  of  Woburn

ter  of  Richard  Sawtelle  (married  Elizabeth 
- - )  one  of  the  early  Proprietors  of  Gro¬ 
ton  and  Town  Clerk  there.

Catherine  Gerry  (daughter  of  Phebe  Wy¬ 
man  and  Thomas  Gerry)  and  Samuel  Ross 
IV  had: 

V.  SAMUEL  ROSS,  born  1762,  moved  from  Temple¬ 
ton  to  Coleraine,  Mass.,  1782  and  resided  there 
until  his  death  in  1808.  He  settled  in  the  North 
River  Valiev  in  the  localitv  known  as  Elm  Grove 
—  all  the  land  in  that  section  was  at  one  time  in 
his  possession.  He  built  one  of  the  handsomest 
houses  in  Franklin  County.  That  house,  now 
possessed  by  the  Brigham  family,  still  retains 


much  of  the  beautiful  carving  and  finish,  such 
as  was  significant  of  the  old  houses  built  at  the 
close  of  the  Eighteenth  Century.  It  greatly 
resembles  the  houses  of  Old  Bennington,  Ver¬ 
mont  but  has  been  decidedly  injured  by  being 
modernized. 

Dr.  Samuel  Ross  married  Jean  McCrillis  De¬ 
cember  29,  1783. 

D.  McCRILLIS  FAMILY.  McCrillis  is  a  corrup¬ 
tion  of  MacLairish.

Died  in  Coleraine  November  30,  1759,  aged 
59.  He  came  from  Port  Rush,  Ireland,  about 
1726.  He  was  in  a  company  under  Lieut. 
Daniel  Severance  stationed  in  Coleraine  in 
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1747  in  the  French  and  Indian  War;  also  in 

1748  these  were  still  fighting  the  Indians. 

John  (1)  McCrillis  settled  on  North  River, 
now  Elm  Grove.  He  bought  land  of  Will¬ 
iam  Clark  August  1,  1742.  Place  later 
known  as  Handy  Place. 

John  (1)  McCrillis  married  Sara - and  had:

“These  forms  of  the  name  MacKay  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Hebrides  and  in  Galloway.  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Kay,  the  Clan  Historian  remarks:  Alexander 
(the  progenitor  of  the  MacKays)  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Martin,  who  was  slain  in  Lochabar, 
from  whom,  it  is  supposed,  the  Mackies,  Mac- 
Ghies  and  MacCries  of  Galloway  and  Ireland 
and  the  MacKays  of  Argyle  are  descended.” 

The  old  family  of  MacGhie  of  Balmaghie 
which  for  600  years  possessed  Estates  in  Gallo¬ 
way,  used  the  same  Arms  as  the  chief  of  the 
MacKays. 
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1.  Deacon  Thomas  McGee  from  North  Ireland 
(Ulster),  born  1714,  settled  in  Chester,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  married  by  Justice  Flint  Novem¬ 
ber  26,  1741  in  Concord,  Massachusetts, 
Anne,  daughter  of  James  and  Jean  Stuart. 

“Deacon  Thomas  McGee  settled  in  Cole¬ 
raine,  Massachusetts  in  March  1742.  He  set¬ 
tled  on  Lot  83.  He  was  deacon  for  a  great 
many  years,  a  staunch,  reliable  man,  thor¬ 
oughly  trusted  in  Public  and  Private 
Affairs.  ” 

“He  was  above  the  average  in  education¬ 
al  attainments,  as  indicated  by  his  signa¬ 
ture.  ’  ’ 

“He  settled  many  estates  and  held  town 
office  much  of  his  life.  He  died  suddenly 
October  27,  1793,  aged  79  years.’ 1

STEWART  (Blackhall,  Scotland) 

Or  a  fess  chequy  azure  and  argent  over  all  a  lion  ram¬ 
pant  gules. 

Crest:  A  lion’s  head  erased  gules  armed  and  langued 
azure. 

Motto:  Spero  Meliora 

From  '‘The  Londonderry  Stewarts’  ’  by  B. 
F.  Severance.  “Charles  Stewart  from  Ire¬ 
land  married  1st  Mary.  His  daughter  Mar¬ 
garet,  born  October  4, 1731,  married  (1)  John 
Kately  of  Coleraine  (2)  John  Anderson  of 
Coleraine  and  (3)  Lieut.  James  Stewart  of 
Coleraine. 

“It  was  his  brother,  Alexander,  who  car¬ 
ried  away  the  catalogue  of  the  Stewart 
Family  to  Pennsylvania.  They  were  the 
sons  of  James  Stewart  of  Coleraine  who 
came  from  Concord,  Massachusetts,  1748  to 
Coleraine. 

James  Stewart,  Sr.,  was  a  descendant  of 
John  Stewart,  natural  son  of  Robert  III  of 
Scotland.  ” 

Anne  Stewart,  wife  of  Deacon  Thomas 
McGee,  was  the  daughter  of  James  Stuart 
(so  spelled  in  Concord,  Massachusetts  re¬ 
cords)  and  Jean  his  wife.  James  Stewart 
moved  to  Coleraine  1748  and  died  there 
1773,  aged  93. 
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In  old  letters  and  diaries  found  in  Cole¬ 
raine  he  was  said  to  hav^brpught  with  him 
from  Ireland  a  tree  of  the  Stewart  of  Black- 
hall,  natural  son  of  Robert  III,  King  of 
Scotland.  His  son  Alexander  took  this  re¬ 
cord  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  settled. 
James  Stewart  was  one  of  the  seven  gal¬ 
lant  prentice  lads  who  closed  the  gates  of 
Londonderry,  Ireland,  in  the  face  of  James 
IPs  forces  and  so  saved  the  town. 

G.  WINNE  of  Woburn 

1.  Edward  Winne  (of  Welsh  extraction)  born 
in  Wales  or  England  was  in  Charleston. 
Massachusetts  prior  to  December  18,  164b, 
and  from  and  after  February,  March  or 
May,  1640-41,  of  Woburn,  Massachusetts. 
Died  at  Woburn  September  5,  1682.  Mar¬ 
ried  first  Joanna - born  in  England, 

died  at  Woburn  March  1649. 

According  to  %  conjecture  he  was  a  mas¬ 
ter  builder  and  brought  with  him  his  ap¬ 
prentice  Moses  Cleveland,  ancestor  of  the 
Cleveland  family  in  America. 

Edwrard  Winne  and  Cleveland  probably 
came  from  Ipswich. 

December  18,  1640  he  appears  as  one  of 
the  Commissioners  for  consulting  on  the 
affairs  of  the  contemplated  town  of  Wo- 
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burn  and  was  one  of  the  original  planters 
of  Woburn.  He  was  made  a  freeman  of 
Woburn  May  10,  1643  and  became  one  of 
the  leading  men  in  that  town,  chosen  a 
town  officer,  a  Surveyor  for  Sale  1658,  ’59 
and  Selectman  1669.  His  signature,  “Ed¬ 
ward  Winne”,  is  appended  to  a  deed  of  Gro¬ 
ton,  land  of  George  Polle  to  John  Sakin  of 
Groton  at  Woburn.  Edward  made  his  will 
May  6,  1682.  There  is  a  Winn  street  in 
Woburn. 

2.  “Sergeant  Increase  Winn  was  the  first  born 
child  entered  in  the  records  of  Woburn.”  He 
was  born  January  5,  1641  and  died  Decem- 
14,  1690,  married  July  13,  1665  Hanna  Saw- 
tell,  Sawtelle  or  Satall,  born  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  December  10,  1642,  died 
February  18,  1722,  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Elizabeth  Sawtelle. 

Increase  was  a  sergeant  under  Capt. 
Thos.  Brattle  of  Boston,  August  24,  1676- 
King  Philip’s  War.  He  was  Selectman 
1687-88.

The  name  is  found  among  the  records  of  old 
families  in  England  under  such  variant  forms 
as  Saute  1  and  Saretell. 

The  American  founder  was  Richard  Sawtelle, 
a  native  of  England.  Proprietor  of  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  one  of  the  Proprietors  and  early 
founders  of  Groton,  Massachusetts,  Town  Clerk 
1662-64.  Returned  to  Watertown  after  Groton 
was  burned  in  King  Philip’s  War.  Again  at 
Groton,  1680,  mentioned  as  head  of  one  of  the 
families  there.  Died  in  Watertown  August  21, 
1694.  Married  Elizabeth  and  had  Hannah — 
married  Increase  Winn.
